The 
music of. the mass was given on a 
grand’scale, atid the mass selected for 
the occasion was (iounod’s “ Messe 
So emnel de Sainte Cecile,’”’ rendered 
by fifty trained voices accqmpatied 
an orchestra and oigan. A new 
and novel feature in the music was 
furnished by the Franciscan Fathers, 
a select choir of whom rébdeied sev- 
eral nombers. 

The charch was decorated on a 
grand scale for the occasion. The 
sanctuary was almost filled with rare 
plants and flowers, illuminated globes 
and rich colo's. L- ergé banne's were 
suspended from the high ceiling and 
the balasiers and columns were fairly 
covered with bunting. The two 
thrones on the epi-tle and gospel sides 
of the altar were decorated with colors 
appropriate to the dignitaries who 
occupied them. 

Ryan, in the course of his sermon, 
reviewed the lite of Archbishop Ken- 
rick in all its phases, religious, busi- 
ness and charitable, and e# oke of his 
great sanctity and forvii ade.

A TREE THAT GIVES WINE. 


it Grows in Mauritus, and There 
are Others as Queer in Other 
Countrics. 

There are many vegetable wonders 
in this world of ours. Certain trop- 
ical trees furnish clothes as well as 
food, and the inner bark of others is 
smooth and flexible enough to serve 
as writ'ng paper. 

The bread tre2 has a solid fruit, a 
little larger than a cocoanut, which, 
when cut in slices and cooked, can 
scarcely be distinguished from excel- 
lent bread. The weeping tree of the 


Canary Islands is wet, even in a 
drought constantly distilling water 
from its leaves, and the wine tr-e of 
Mauritius Island furnishes good wine 
instead of wat r. 

A kind of Ash in Sicily has a sap 
which hardens into crude sugar and 
is need as such by tie natives without 
any refining. The product of the wax 
tree of the Andes resembles beeswax 
very closely. 

Then there is the butter tree of Af- 
rica, which produces as much as a 
hundred pounds at once, only to be 
renewed inafew months. This se- 
cretion, when hardened and salted, is 
difticult to distinguish from fresh, 
sweet buiter, says Goldthwaite’s Geo 
graphical Magazine. 

Closely mvalling this is the milk 
tree of South America, the sap of 
which resembles rich cow’s milk, and 
is used as such by the natives. China 
can boast of a’ soap tree, the seeds of 
which, when used as a soap, produce 
a-strong suds, and remove dirt and 
grease readily. 

In direct opposition to these useful 
trees is the man-eating plant of the 
tropies, which resembles Venus’s fly- 
trap in its nature. It basa short, 
thick tronk, armed with narrow, flex- 
ible barnped spinea.

A GRAND SCHEME. 


Proposed Storage of Water on the 
Dack Valley indian Reserve. 


E. C. McClellan of Elko has nearly 
completed his report on storage and 
irrigation in Duck Valley for the In- 
dian Commissioner. He says that 
there are 55,000 acres of good agricul- 
tural land on the reserve and in that 
valley. It is watered by two large 


streams—the East Fork of the Owy- 
bee atthe southeast and Blue Creek 
at the north—and three smaller 
streams which enter from the east. 
They unite and the waters leave the 
valley about two miles north of the 


vada, and flows northward through a 
deep gorge in the lava bed. The val- 
ley is the bed of an ancient lake, and 
has the usual sedimentary deposit of 
clay over a bed of gravel and boulders, 
and there ia a@ strong showing of an 
artesian belt underlying the whole 
valley. The place selected fora rea- 
ervoir is at the mouth of the = 
where the Owyhee enters the valley 
Here a dam 48 feet high will be 1,085 
long on top, and will cost about $35,- 
000. Atadepth of 40 feet of water, 
340 acres of land will be flooded, with 
a capacity of 250,000,000 cubic feet of

| PAWNBROKERS’ TRICKS. 


iace Methods Upon Which the 
Business Ys Conducted. 


Hiow the Law Relatieg to the Interest 
Rates Is BEvaded—Some Peculiar 
Featnres of the Lous Office 
Business. 


There are fifty-three pawnbrokers’ 
shops in Chicago. They pay to the city 
a Yearly license of three hundred dol- 
lars cach. Under a state law they are 
allowed to charge not more than three 
per cent. a month upon loans, but a 
great many evade the law. The state 
law also prohibits the brokers from 


charging for storage or insurance, or | 
making any charge whatever excepting | 
Yet on a five dollar loan the | - 


interest. 
broker will often get fifty cents instead 
of fifteen, the legul limit, says the Chi- 
cago ‘Times: 


The broker is required to send to the | 


superintendent of police each day at 
twelve o'clock a list of all articles re- 
ceived by him as pledges during the pre- 
ceding twenty-four hours, the amount 
loaned thereon, rate of interest to be 
paid, and the name, address and per- 
sonal description of the borrower. The 
broker complies with the law and yet 
evades it. For instance: A man who 
has been taking in the town and in 
turn has been taken in wants five dol- 
lars on a pair of sleeve buttons. They 
are worth about twenty-five dollars. 
The broker will lend him five dollars 
and gives him aticket entitling him to 
redeem the buttons at five dollars and 
fifty ccnts. The receipt reads loaned 


ment, a guaranteed specific for Hysteria, |

five du-lars and fifty cents, when only 
| five ¢..lars was loaned. 

“Ti isa very difficult matter to get 
convicting evidence against offenders of 
this class,” said one of the detectives 
whose business it is to look after them, 
“because the borrower is glad to get 
the money, and equally glad to be able 
to redeem his pledge, and does not want 
to report the case. They are of a class 
who either do not care or wish to avoid 
publicity. 

“Another way of evading the law,” 
continued the detective, ‘‘is buying the 
article with the express unders*anding 
that it will be purchased again by the 
seller. For’example, if you were to 
pledge your bull’s-eye watch for twen- 
ty-five dollars he would charge you only 
seventy-five cents a month interest. 
But he will buy it from you at twenty- 
five dollars with the understanding that 
you repurchase it within thirty days at 
\Awenty-seven dollars and fifty cents. 
He knows very well that you will re- 
deem it, because the watch is worth 
more than that, and you know very 
well that you will redeem it, even if 
you have to get a friend to ‘carry’ it for 
you, or sell the ticket for ten or fifteen 
dollars. The sale is a sham and an 
evasion of the law. Those who go to 
the pawnshop once generally go again, 
and they soon find that the broker will 
not lend three dollars or four dollars 
and issue a chetk for nine or twelve 
cents. Lie wants at least twenty-five 
cents on two dollars and fifty cents 

d fifty cents on five dollars. So thev 
naturally fall into the system of selling 
and buying back, or letting the broker 
write in the ticket a larger amount than 
that actually received.” 

The pawnbrokers in this city are per- 
nitted to concuct business rather loose- 
y os compared to the system in Paris. 
in that city, which hus the most cffect- 
ive detective in the world, the 
oledger must not only cstablish his 
identity to the sati.faction of the pawn- 
broker, but, if he fails to do so, the 
broker “seizes” the article and gives 
the man a ticket ‘h states that the 
article offered has been seized and is 
held until the stranver can establish his 
‘laim to it. The case is then reported 
to the police, together with a full de- 
scription of the man offermg the pledge. 
If the article is very valuable and the 
‘ircumstances suspicious tle man is de- 
tained under some pretext and an oflicer 
summoned. For loans of more than 
three dollars there must be the signa- 
tures of two “honorable” witnesses. In 
Chicago no witnesses or identification 
are required. A pledger can give ina 
licticious name and_address and walk 
away with the money he has received 
ona stolen watch. However, brokers 
are prohibited from teceiving pledges 
from minors, intoxicated persons or 
persons having been convicted of 
| larceny or burglary, or those known to 

pe thieves. The broker can shut his 

eyes and roll back his memory and 
evade these provisions as he docs the 
others. But the system of identification 
in vogue in Paris would simplify mat- 
ters a great deal and greatly aid the po- 
lice and the public. 

Some of the pawnbrokers are guilty 
of another evasion of the law. Each of 
these shops has what is called a 
“hustler,” who, for one dollar a day, 
stands in the middle of the sidewalk 
and accosts passers with: ““My friend, 
come in and let me sell you an overcoat 
for almost nothing,” or a watch or some 
other article which the hustler thinks 
will strike the passer’s fancy. The 
hustler invariably catches the passer by 
the arm, and if he stops or hesitates he 
is literally dragged into the den, and 
of course comes out shorn. If the man 
passes without noticing the hustler he 
ig often subjected to some jeering re- 
mark, such as: “‘Lle needs a new coat,” 
‘“Those pantaloons choke your legs, my 
friend,” ete. 

| A few days ago an officer arrested one 
of these hustlers for blockading the 
side walk and making a nuisance of him- 
self generally. The officer permitted 
the fellow togo into the shop for his 
cout, when the hustler refused to come 
out, and informed ‘the officer that he 
would not be arrested unless on a war- 
rant. The officer, however, marched 
him tothe station. He was fined ten 
dollars for obstructing the streets. The 
hustier now stands in the door of the 
shop and Yrabs only those that come 
nearest. 
| There are, of course, reputable pawn- 
»brokers, who conduct their business in
